Heidelberg improved to hold Marconi to a 
scoreless draw later in the season and since then 
it has been at least Marconi’s equal.

Marconi thrashed Heidelberg 4-0 in their first 
game of 1978 and remained unbeaten until the 
second time it met the Bergers, who had a resoun- 
ding 4-I victory at Olympic Park. This time Andy 
Bozikas had a mighty game for Heidelberg and 
Ray Richards fought a memorable rearguard 
action for Marconi. 

Jimmy Rooney was captain of Marconi in 1977 
when he won the PSL Best Player award, and in 
1978. He switched to Heidelberg in 1973 and was 
outstanding in its 4-9 victory over Marconi in the 
first half of the season, as were Gary Cole and 
Branko Buljevic. 

They met again in the last game of 1978, with 
Heidelberg winning 3-2. Marconi had won the 
championship and Heidelberg had finished sec- 
ond. Rooney was again brilliant, but not more so 
than Jim Tansey, while Gary Byrne and Ivo 
Prskalo, until he was injured, starred for Marco- 
ni. 















This year, both matches have resulted in draws, 

and Marconi forward Mark Jankovics dominated 
in both of them, 

He and Eddie Krncevic destroyed Heidelberg in 
the air last time, and the midfield trio of Jim 
Cant, Gary Byrne and Peter Raskopoulos found 
acres of room to dominate in the second half. 

Heidelberg however exploited slack marking 
and the indecisiveness of Marconi’s defence which 
has been the team’s achilles hee] most of the sea- 
son. Jamie Paton turned opponents at will and 
Andy Bozikas outplayed the Marconi men with 
skill and speed. 

The pattern of the Cup final is predictable: 
Marconi’s Jim Muir and Tony Henderson will 
mark Gary Cole and Jamie Paton and Heidelberg 
will play its usual game, using first time return 
balls to build up numbers going forward, and pick- 
ing up whoever is closest in defence.

Australia will have to meet Iraq in 
the final Asian play-offs if both 
countries win their initial World Cup 
qualifying groups.

FIFA said trouble flared up in the 


final of the Olympic Asian Group 
after Malaysian referee Mr Joseph 
had awarded a penalty which en- 
abled Kuwait to win the match 3-2. 

The bulletin said Mr Joseph was 
attacked by spectators who invaded 
the pitch and two Iraqi football offi- 
cials later burst into his hotel room 
and shot at him with a revolver, for- 
tunately missing him. 

FIFA said the referee discovered 
that his wallet, containing 500 U.S. 
dollars, had gone and later a medical 
report from a Kuala Lumpur hospital 
stated he had suffered contusions 
and a bone fracture. 

According to the FIFA bulletin, 
Mr Joseph was forced to sion a 


report saying he had made a mistake 
in awarding the penalty. 

In a letter to the Iraq Football As- 
sociation FIFA blamed the ASSOCi- 
ation for not providing adequate pro- 
tection and demanded that it reim- 
burse the 500 dollars and expenses. 


FIFA fined the Iraqi Association 
the maximum 5,000 francs and sus- 
pended all international matches in 
the country until July 2, 1982. 

In an editorial, FIFA said: ‘We 
hope publication of these severe 
Sanctions will act as a warning to 
those football officials at association 
and club levels who, in their fanat- 
ical blindness about football, believe 
that referees arriving from abroad to 
contro] matches are defenceless and 
at the mercy of their threats and in- 
timidations.”’

That association continued until 1974 when Baartz was tragi- 
cally injured against Uruguay and prematurely retired.

Schaefer, the iron man of Australian soccer, played 49 full 
internationals up to and including the 1974 World Cup finals in 
West Germany.

For the past six years, Mar- 
garitis has been among the 
most successful coaches in 
Australia with the big Greek 
clubs that are regarded as the 
coaches' graveyards — South 
Melbourne Hellas, Heidelberg 
and West Adelaide. 


He played three inter- 
national matches for Greece 
and was a star with PAOK 
before coming to Australia in 
the early sixties to play for 
Hellas. He was a regular State 
representative from 1962 to 
1964 and had one season with 
Heidelberg at the end of his ca- 
reer. 


Margaritis, 41, paid tribute 
to Mike Watson, the Hellas 
trainer who has worked close- 
ly with him this year. 


He also praised his squad for 
its fine season. Pressed to 
name the players who have 
been the biggest successes this 
year, he said: 


“It is not easy for a player 
to change his attitude and his 
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style of play but Duncan 
Cummings has done so and it 
has been a great acchieve- 
ment. He is more dedicated 
now and he is a fighter. Earl- 
ier he was much too soft but 
now he is a man who plays 
with guts and courage. 


“I did not think that after 
his knee operation Arthur Xan- 
thopoulos could be as good as 
he was this year. I thought he 
was a bit slow and he wasn’t 
dedicated enough to his foot- 
ball. Arthur proved me wrong. 
He is now the best stopper in 
Australia because he is so con- 
sistent and because he has in- 
credible technique, which is 
unusual for that position. He 
can make the ball sing. 


“Bertie Lutton had a very 
good year. He is very fast and 
he used his great experience. 
It was a bit of a gamble 
making him sweeper, because 
he always had played forward 
or in midfield but if you're not 
willing to take risks as a 
coach, then you might as well 
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forget it. I saw in our small 
games at training how Bertie 
always dropped back to proc- 
tect his goal. That was unusual 
for a forward and that was the 
first thing that started me 
thinking about his new posi- 
tion. 


‘Billy Rogers is the type of 
midfielder that I like, He is 
one of the most underrated 
players in Australia but he is 
one of the most gallant fight- 
ers. He is a man with 10 
hearts. 


“Alan Davidson has become 
more mature and he has phe- 
nomal confidence. [ think he 
would walk up to Franz Beck- 
enbauer and say: ‘Who are 
you? I'm the king.’ He goes up 
against the best forwards — 
Ken Boden, Gary Cole, Mark 
Jankovics — and he says: 
‘Don’t worry John, I'll do 
‘em’. He talks like that be- 
cause he believes in his ability 
and he’s got some ability, I tell 
you!

Jimmy Dunne, winner of the 1980 Bill Fleming Medal, 
hopes to play in the Philips League next year. 


He said he hoped the medal win improved 
his chances of stepping into the PSL and de- 
veloping his career in Australia. 

Dunne is only the second Green Gully Ajax 
player to win a major best player award. Roy 
Colins was named best player of the First 
Division in 1976 when Ajax was still in the 
Metropolitan League. 

Dunne, 32, played against Footscray 
J_U.S.T. in midfield in his first game in Aust- 
ralia but played sweeper for the rest of the 
season. 

His calm, constructive play out of defence 
enabled Ajax to finish in third place: — its 
highest placing in the State League. 

Dunne started with Shelbourne in Ireland 
before joining Millwall in 1966. He then spent 
three seasons with Torquay before transfer- 
ring to Fuiham in 1970. He helped Fulham win 
promotion to the English Second Division 
before making way for Bobby Moore who 
joined from West Ham. 

He went back to Torquay in April, 1976. 

During his 13 years in English league foot- 
ball, he totted up 386 appearances. 

He also played two international games for 
Eire in 1971. 

Dunne demonstrated his sportsmanship in 
helping to coach junior teams at Ajax. 

In accepting the Bill Fleming Medal, Dunne 
thanked Ajax coach Bobby McLachlan for 






player of the year. 


Beranic joined Ajax when he was nine and captained 
the Victorian under 16 team this year. He also 
represented the State at under 14 and under 15 levels.

It was said in the introduction 
to the summer soccer proposal 
that if Bjorn Borg and Dennis 
Lillee can play their sports in 
temperatures of 35 deg C., 
there’s no reason why we can’t 


play soccer in that sort of 


weather. 


1 wonder if the administrators responsible 
for the proposal have ever kicked a soccer 
ball. 

Matters like this should be referred first to 
professional coaches and to the players for a 
thorough study before a decision is made. _ 

Are we expecting better performances in 
hotter weather from players who already are 
accused of playing sub-standard soccer and of 
being not fit enough? 


I remember playing Ampol Cup soccer in 
the heat of summer. Sometimes we'd play in 
the afternoon, especially in the case of double- 
headers, and we'd need a squad of boys just to 
keep rushing water and ice packs to the touch- 
line so we wouldn’t boil away. 


I am surprised that the club presidents are 
patting each other on the back over the 
summer soccer decision, without even having 
commissioned a feasibility study. If they’re 
not careful, the presidents may have to play 
those summer games themselves. 


Some clubs don't even have ground facil- 
ities in the summer, and the spectators have 
other interests at that time of the year — the 
beach and holidays or day trips with the fami- 


Soccer may encroach into summer to a 
certain extent in the U.S. but the weather is 
not as severe there, and the Americans play, 
slow possession soccer which is more suited to 
hot weather than our predominantly British 
style. : 

Our footbali is played in a fairly rugged 
manner, and it is characterised by the sliding 
tackle. Yet the grounds become very hard in 
the summer meaning it is dangerous enough 
falling down,‘let alone tackling: 

The average British player who dominates 
Australian soccer, cannot cope with hot 
weather. Dixie Deans, Adrian Alston, Peter 
Ollerton, Mike Denton, Willie Hamilton and 
Gary Cole are some @ the British style 
players I have been associated with who 
cannot function properly in the heat. 

And let’s not forget that the players have to 
train in the hot months, not just play matches. 
The zproposal that there be a two or three week 
break for the Christmas period is of course 
sensible planning, but it will still be necessary 
for the players to train during that period. 

In December, most people eat richer food 
than they do at any other time of the year and 
they drink more fluids, so training is absolu- 
tely essential, not only to counteract the 
effects of the festivities but also to prepare for 
the resumption of the league. 

Bjorn Borg may be abfle to play five sets in 
35 deg. but he exerts himself only about five or 
10 seconds at a time, and then is still for at 
least an equal] period. Such is the nature of 
tennis. Between games he can have a drink or 
pour water over his head. 

Dennis Lillee bowls for an over, and then he 
can go have a shower if he wants to. But the 
soccer player is continuously involved in play

Let the presidents play in summ 


If we switch to summer soccer, players like 
Ivo Prskalo, Jimmy Rooney, Roberto Vieri 
and others who are near the end of their 
careers would be expected to function in such 
conditions for the first time in their lives. 
They would find it impossible. 


We must have the only major league in the 
world where periodical medical check-ups are 
not compulsory, meaning our players face an 
even greater risk. If a tragedy occurs I 
wonder who will be blamed. 


Big, strongly-built players will find the 
summer conditions impossible, smaller, nippy 
players like John Nyskohus, Agenor Muniz or 
Alan Davidson who have the skill to push the 
ball around, are a little better suited but they 
too will find it difficult. 

I respect the ASF marketing people for 
what they are doing to help popularise and 
‘‘sell” soccer in Australia but it is not their 
business to involve themselves in this area. 

They do not have the expertise or ex- 
perience. 

Did they, for example, consider how much 
it will cost for teams to stay overnight after 
twilight or evening matches, and reimburse 
players for time off work the following day? 

Many of the matches will have to be double- 
headers because of a shortage of grounds with 
floodlights, yet double-headers never have 
proved financially adequate.

Are you enjoying soccer 
in the PSL?

When I played as a profes- 
sional in Scotland, there was 
pressure on and off the field. 
As Australia doesn’t have pro- 
fessionalism, the pressure is 
not so great. 

How old are you, Jim, 
and how many years will 
you continue playing? 

I turned 33 yesterday 
(Tuesday 30 September). I 
have a year to run on my con- 
tract with Lions, and will play 
for a year after that. I think I 
can play successfully until the 
end of 1982 but then I will 
retire and concentrate on 
coaching. 

You play sweeper for 
Lions. Have you played 
most of your career in this 
position? 

No, I played mainly as a left 
back for Aberdeen during my 
10 years with the club. During 
that time I made over 300 ap- 
pearances. 


You were involved in 
Scotland’s 1974 World 
Cup squad? 

I was selected in a group of 
40 but missed out when the 
final 22 was selected. I never, 
in fact, played a full inter- 
national for Scotland and that 
is the major disappointment of 
my career. 


You once said that play- 


ing for Australia was an 

I would love to represent 
Australia but I have been told 
I’m ineligible. I played for 
Scotland’s under-23 team, and 
for the Scottish League. 

The authorities ruled that I 
can’t play for Australia be- 
cause I've represented Scot- 
land. I have to accept that 
decision but I don’t think a 
player has truly represented 
his country unless he’s played 
a full international. 

it must be frustrating 
for you. 

It is frustrating, because in 
my sole under 23 appearance I 
was injured early and had to 
be substituted at half time. I 
wore the Scotland jersey for 45 
Minutes, and that rules me out 
of the Australian national 
team. The match, incidentally, 
was against Wales in Wales. 

You obviously enjoy the 
physical involvement of 
soccer. 

I'll admit that I'm a fitness 
fanatic. Ever since I was a lad, 
I've enjoyed training and being 
fit. During the close season, I 
do a lot of cross-country run- 
ning, which I find relaxing.”’

The success of 
Melita Eagles in the 
NSW State league 
has firmly establish- 
ed Attie Abonyi in 
the ranks of Austra- 
lia’s top coaches. 


Two minor premierships 
with Croatia as player 
coach and now another 
with Melita as non-playing 
coach is certainly an im- 
pressive record. 

The experiences this season 
of Gerry Chaldi and Raul 
Blanco make one wary how- 
ever to say that Attie ‘‘has ar- 
rived”’ as a top coach. 

In coaching you are only as 
goods as your last game, as 
Billy Birch found out during a 
recent weekend in Adelaide 
when his dual charges, Adel- 
aide Croatia and West Adel- 
aide, both crashed. 

If Attie Abonyi can now 
claim a spot among Austra- 
lia’s top coaches, whose com- 
pany is he now keeping. 

In other words who are our 
top 18 coaches? 

Picking coaches is like pick- 
ing players, individual prefer- 
ences differ widely. 

Additionally unless one has 
worked with a coach it is diffi- 
cult to give a true assessment. 

Notwithstanding that and 
notwithstanding that I have 
most knowledge of NSW 
coaching and know nothing of 
what is happening in Tasmania 
or Western Australia, here is 
my list of 10 top coaches based 
on happenings this year and 
coloured by results in previous 
years: 

RUDI GUTENDORF, 
RALE RASIC, LEN McKEN- 
DRY, LES SCHEINFLUG, 
ALAN VEST, JOHN MAR- 
GARITIS, MICK JONES, 
EDDIE THOMPSON, MATT 
CARSON, ATTI ABONYI. 

The list is always in a state 
of flux. 

Gerry Chaldi was at its head 
just two years ago. 

Going from my own ex- 
perience the development of a 
coach to a really high standard 
takes a long time. 

None of the aforementioned 
have as yet reached the level 
to which I aspire. 

Billy Birch and Brian Edge- 
ley by winning minor pre- 
mierships in Adelaide and 
Melbourne obviously enhanced 
their status this year but not 
sufficiently to dim memories 
of previous non success. 

Which bring us back to what 
is coaching success? 

In my opinion the ultimate 
in coaching success embraces 
the following: 

1. Good discipline combined 
with team spirit. 

2. Growth in skill and per- 
sonality of players. 

3. Development of a pattern 
of play (preferably attracti- 
ve) 


4. Winning a league pre- 
miership. 

To put this altogether re- 
quires deep technical and tac- 
tical knowledge, plus know- 
ledge of fitness, psychology, 
organisation and man manage- 
ment which usually takes 
years to acquire, with many 
bumps along the way.

Money and coaching success 
are today very synonymous. 

Money buys good players 
and good players are indis- 
pensable to team success. 

The maligned Mave Macl- 
aren won two premierships in 
a row with rich, all conquering 
Sydney Hakoah. 

Is Eddie Thompson reaping 
a similar benefit to Maclaren 
and Chaldi? 

The Croatian clubs with 
their big crowds tend. to domi- 
nate State league soccer and 
we must bear this in mind 
when assessing the perform- 
ances of Attie Abonyi, Brian 
Edgley and Billy Birch.

Yet Dalgleich earlier this 
season was sacked by his club 
when the team was placed 
sixth, but a last minute man- 
agement change of mind saved 
him. 

Sutherland’s John Watkiss 
was riding high till this season 
when his team was decimated 
by transfers. 


Among all the aforementio- 
ned coaches, with their ups 
and downs, bumps and bruises 
has new comer Attie Abonyi 
come up with the magic for- 
mula continuing for success?

In Hakoah’s most apathetic display of the year, Croatia 
strolled to a 6-1 win to go into next Sunday’s Dockerty Cup 
final as odds-on favorite. : 

Any resemblance between Hakoah and a soccer team vanished 
for the last 20 minutes and a contest which promised to be hard 
fought turned into a farce, with Hakoah providing all the laughs. 

Croatia striker Noel Mitten must be bitterly disappointed with 
his performance in scoring only four goals because’a double hat- 
trick was on the cards for the former Irish youth international. 

Croatia hinted of things to come as early as the 10th minute 
when Alan Kerr rose high to meet a John Gardiner chipped free 
kick and head against the bar. 

Four minutes later Joe Tront drove a hard corner toward the 
far post whereCari Gilder, charging in to the edge of the six yard 
box, headed firmly into goal to open the scoring. 

Hakoah’s defenders were often forced into first-time clear- 
ances but Hakoah came back and had two good chances to level. 

In the 27th minute Anton Dosen took too long to control a 
Graham French cross and chipped wide. 

Two minutes later Ged Bannon broke down Hakoah’s right, 
came inside, then crossed low to Stewart Blair who chipped too 
high from eight metres.

With Croatia winning in midfield Hakeah’s two main forwards 
Chris Kent and French were effectively blotted out. 

In the 60th minute Murphy charged toward the Hakoah area 
and slipped a well weighted through ball to Mitten who coolly 
tapped the ball past Mike O'Hara, then ran around the stranded 
Hakoah keeper to tap into the open goal. 

Hakoah achieved a modicum of respectability one minute later 
when Kent turned and slammed a hard, low right-foot shot inside 
the far upright from 18 metres. 

In the 72nd minute Steve Short crossed from Croatia’s right and 
O'Hara, stretching to punch clear over three players, failed to 
make clean contact and Mitten simply tapped the ball into the. 
open goal. 

Four minutes later the demolition of Hakoah was completed 
when Murphy’s cross found Mitten unmarked and he steered his” 
repent past O’Hara for Croatia's sixth goal.
